course was a pleasant thing for me to
hear He then intimated what we were
to do the next day and told me that
tho I was the youngest man command-
ing

a regiment he had selected me to
the post of honor in leading the men
into action He then detailed the posi-
tion

defense of a blockhouse by members oC
the 4th Mich Cav J H Bradford 30tn

I 111 Washington Ark sends us a clip
ping from The National Tribune of Jan
21 1895 by Gen R H G flinty It
tells the story of the defense of tha
blockhouse between Nashville and Chat
tanooga in September 1864 by 17 men
of the 4th Mich Cav armed with
Spencer carbines and commanded by
Corpl Chaucla Bickford Gen Wheeler
sent in a flag of truce threatening to
turn his Texans loose if the Corporal did
not surrender Bickford answered Go
on and turn them loose and we will
take care of them Wheeler shelled
the blockhouse for five hours and a
half bringing his guns sometimes with ¬

in 10 rods of the works but the llttlo
band compelled the Confederate gun ¬
ners to change the position of their
guns seven times and finally forced
them to retreat with a loss of eight
men killed and 60 wounded Gen Minty
promoted Bickford to a Second Lieuten ¬
ant and the commission was received
from the Governor of Michigan
